The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's remarks 
filed February 16, 2006 were well taken. The scope of the claimed automatic means is now seen 
to be outside that of the automatic means of Fisk in that the means of Fisk must be more than just 
capable of automatically adjusting the windshield in response to stimulus in the form of a signal, 
but must be responsive to specific stimulus, such as speed, as with the instant automatic control 
system, as noted by applicant.
